Echoes Irons England.— The Political 
Situation. 

When we take up tho English pa- 
pers of Aogu&t last wo find thom 
filled with election addresses and 
teeming with howb of tho course likely 
to bo taken by the tno6t important 
coDBtiluoncioe, and it is somowhat re- 
markable that when wo comparo tho 
expressions of tho Libera! cundidatos 
throughout tho United Kingdom wilh 
those of tho Conservatives, wo find 
that tho Liberals ore very diBtiuob in 
the enunciation of their vieWB upou 
the principal questions of the day. 
Thoy do not shirk from placing tho 
very important isauos upon whioh tho 
elections will really turn, fairly before 
the pooplo, Not so tbo Conservatives. 
The addresses of tho latter party aro 
tolorably distinct upon what thoy in- 
tend to oppose, but thoy onunciato no 
straightforward policy as to what they 
are prepared to do, thoy will support. 
Mr Disraeli, and they express upon tho 
Irish Church question, a sort of vaguo 
horror of doing anything to disturb or 
ondangcr tho establishment. In fact, 
the <* sitoaiJ&a" i^ Engipad seems to 
rosolve itself into a consideration of 
tho pergonal, claims of the loaders of 
tho two great parties, except amongst 
those who havoa warm attachment to 
broad Liberal principles, and have 
suffioieut talent and understanding to 
discriminate bctwoen tho real article 
'as' oifofcu BtitfSrpYirlasstiii- - -by~icL-F-Gisd»~ 
gtone, and the pseudo radicalism of ilr 
Disraeli. Tho idea seems to gain ground 
that tho Premier will make a bold at« 
tempt to retain power, after the eleo 
tions, by borrowing from the Liberal 
party their policy on tho Irish ques* 
tion, or adopting something " loss safe 
and more revolutionary/' as in tho 
Reform Bill of 1867. It is certainly 
something in favor of Liberal princi- 
ples, that in all parts of tho British 
possessions, or wo might say in all 
parts of tho world, those who possess 
them, are not ashamed to speak out 
and proclaim them to the world. Tho 
Liberal candidates for political honors 
in tbiB Colony, so far as they havo up 
to tho'preeent time enunciated their 
Bentiments, havo Bpokon out boldly; 
we do not mean to say that ono mem- 
ber of the opposition is not as plain 
and BtraightforwarJ — and had ho 
come forward for any other place, 
and for any othor purpose than 
to attempt to unseat the most sin- 
cere and consistent Liberal that has 
represented tho Island in the Council, 
we should be glad to soo him Buccoed ; 
there is ono lesion that tho Liborai 
lectors of this city might loam with 
advantage from tho Liborai electors 
of England, thero, thoy will not find 
one true Liberal ready to oppose 
another, tho great secret of suooees 
of tbo Liberal party has been their at- 
tachment to principles instead of mon. 
By a firm and united front in this 
Colony, tbo peoplo could gafri'~ihT 
rights to which they aro entitled — 
dis-uuion amongst tho peoplo cannot 
fail to strengthen tho cause of tho 
Government whilst it weakens that of 
tho people.

Tho 
conduct of tho Ccroner has called 
forth much indignant commont — so 
weak and trifling was his manner, 
that ho loft it opon for Lord Farn- 
ham, brothor of tho deceasod Lord, 
to oharactorizo him in a short and 
omphatic speoch in his own court as a 
"totally Incompetent'' person. Lord 
Mayo is to proceed to India as Gov- 
ernor Gonornl, towards tho ond of tho 
present year, if a Liberal Ministry 
dooa not in tho meantime interfere. 
Shore Ali has boon proclaimed Ameer 

whom Sir John Lawronco, the prcsont 
Governor Gonoral, has always nd- 
hored, in spite of considerable ad- 
verse pressure; this is anothor instanco 



of the foresight of "Jan Sahib," as tho 
Govornor usod to bo called by tbo 
natives. Private lottors rooeivod by 
us from Cadiz, dated in August, prodiot 
a revolution in Spain within a month, 
and says our correspondent, "when 
tho revolution takes place it will bring 
about a complete change of dynasty, 
or a termination to tho monarchy." 
Wo aro warned by tho writer againBt 
alluding to tho tho probabilities men* 
tioucd by him, but as tho revolution 
has tuken placo tho caution is no 
longer necessary; wo mention tho pre- 
diction to show tho stato of public 
feeling in tho country. The disoovery 
of a largo gold field about 800 miles 
from tho frontier of Natal haB attract- 
ed a largo immigration to that plaoo, 
tho excitement caused by tho richness 
of tho veins of gold has driven the 
discussions of Bishop Coleuso into the back 
ground. Tho judges appointed under 
tbo B ibory Act, aro Mr Solicitor 
General Brott, to tho Common Pious, 
Mr Serjeant Hayes, to tho Queen's 
Bench, and Mr Clonshy, Q. C., who 
unsuccessfully contested Cambridge 
University with Mr Borosford LTouo, 
to tho Exchcquor; nono of thom were 
taken from tbo Liberal party. In 
addition to this rich patronage, the 
Conservatives ' have tho appointment 
to tbo Bisboprio of Peterborough 
vacant by tho doath of Dr Jeune, and 
tho venerable Bishop of Winchostor 
is not expected to rooovor.^

I am lu favor of devoting every dollar that can to 
saved from onr present extravagant expenditure to Public 
Schools and to the Improvement of Koads and Bridges 
through the Colony. 

I am in favor or giving: tho fanners In the different 
districts ths entire control of thu roads suWect to the 
supervision of the Surveyor General. so i hat the expense 
of working the Road. Commisslcn may bo saveo. 

I will advocate a measure lor taxing unpriidnetlve 
lands held by speculators, provlcd it in no iltgiee Inter- 
feres with tho Interests ofthebons tide settler.

Editor Colonist— It is presumed that we 
art shortly to huva the privilege of selecting 
a member to represent our town and dis- 
trict in the Legislative Council, and I believe 
I am right in Btating that the selection up to 
this time has been looked forward to witb 
the utmost indiflererco ; becauso, in tbe first 
plaoo, nearly all tho selections hitherto made 
have proved to be bad oneB — that is so far 
as our interest is concerned — and secondly, 
because, under any ciroumstauces, the gen- 
tleman oboeen has seemed poworless to nflect 
any good either for us or the country. It is 
not to be wondered at then that we abould 
have exhibited carelessness Iu a matter ap- 
parently of no importance to ua— that poli- 
tically wo should bo sunk into lethargy, ond 
that we should appear to bo willing to allow 
a Government which fettors tbo energies of 
the colonist and retards tho progress of the 
country in a hundred ways— to serve out its 
time. This solection docs socm a farce — an 
insult to the sense ol every Uri'OD, and one 
feels a little humiliated ia participating in a 
proceeding whioh may or may not roccive 
the approval of the Governor. It is not to 
bo feupposed that our seleotion would be re- 
jected ; but tho mere fact of tho authority to 
set aside our choice at will, being vested in 
tho Executive is in contravention of the 
rights and privileges which every British 
colonist feels to bo inherent, and which rights 
we aro now determined to claim. Led on 
by other sections of the Colony, wo intend 
to muko ono more ellorl to rid ourselves of 
the incubuj which has so long hung about us 
to obtuin representative and responsible 
Government, and no candidate unprepured 
to carry out this, I may vcuturo to say, will 
bo acceptable lo the people of Nanairno. 

You mentiou Mr Southgaie as coming for- 
ward (or the suffrages of tbo selectors here, 
tie, sir, has proved recreant to the trust 
formerly ropohed in biui, and therefore had
